the  use  and  fee  simple  title  of  which  real  estate  it  is  proposed  to 
acquire  for  the  purposes  of  construction  of  sewage  disposal  works 
and  upon  which  to  locate  sewage  treatment  plant  sludge  beds,  as 
specifically  defined  in  the  acts  of  the  Special  Session  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  of  1932  by  condemning  and  appropriat- 
ing said  lands,  pursuant  to  Declaratory  Resolution  No.  714 — 1939, 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  on  the 
27th  day  of  July,  1939,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  approved  March  6,  1905, 
entitled,  "An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporations,"  and  all  acts 
amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof;  that  by  the  acquisition, 
condemnation,  and  appropriation  of  said  lands  his  said  property  will 
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be  injured  and  damaged  in  value  not  less  than  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($7,500.00)  , whereas  he  has  been  awarded  but  One  Thousand 
Eight  Hundred  Eighty-six  and  25/100  Dollars  ($1,886.25),  by  your 
Board. 


failure  of  your  Board  to  award  damages  to  him  in  said  larger  amount 
on  the  assessment  roll  adopted  in  said  proceedings. 

WHEREFORE,  the  undersigned  claims  as  damages  the  said  larger 
sum  of  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($7,500.00).
